This is an association com­ 
posed of the chemists in the var­ 
ious agricultural colleges and ex- 
peri ment stations, and the methods 
of analysis adopted by it are the 
methods required by law in many 
states and by the United States 
government.

Russian history during the last 20 
or 30 years would not have !jeen what 
it has been if there had been no Vera 
Sassulitch. of whom nothing is heard 
in these days.
